Approaching in Auto and Then Swerves to Avoid 
] Hitting Parked Car and His Roadster Plunges 
Through Plateglass Window Into Store, Leaving 
j Him Uninjured.

' Fire Chief J. W. McMorran, speed- 
) Inc south on Main Street here to 
| u fire at 8.30 o'clock this morning. 

| saved one man from death and 
| took his own life in his hands 
J when, to avoid striking another 
| automobile at the Georgia Street 
| intersection, he double-swerved his 
I red roadster, bounced over a slde- 
| walk and plunged through a win- 
, (low Into a store building. 

McMorran. his siren shrieking loudly, 
tvas leading a swift parade of three fire 
trucks. As he reached Georgia Street 
a car drived by O. W. Humber. Rich- 
r.rds 8treet. which had been going 
north on Main 8treet, swung directly 
Into hlsp ath. heading in the direc¬ 
tion of the Georgia Viaduct. 

With a swerve to the right McMor¬ 
ran prevented a collision with Hum¬ 
ber's car, and then with anothei 
swerve to the left he avoided a cat 
parked on the south side of the viaduct 
approach near Main Street. His car 
was slowing down, but had too much 
momentum to permit It to be halted 
before It crashed into a window in the 
promises of the Western Plumbing and 
Electric Company at 701 Main Street. 

McMorran threw his arms over 

his face Just before his car crashed 
I through the window amid a 
| shower of broken glass. 

Humber's car almost completed a 
semi-circle, broke a light standard 
Immediately outside the plumbing 
store’s window and plied up on Its 
wreckage, pointing south. The car was 
damaged In the windshield, steering 
gear and radiator. 

The car of the district chief, who' 
was not injured, entered the store 
window, with the exception of one 
rear tire, and rested on a pile of lum-, 
ber broken glass, nuts, bolts and 
pipes. The machine itself appeared to 
have suffered little damage. 

ONLY SMOKE 

When Humber's automobile was 
stopped and McMorran's roadster had 
swerved, the three following trucks 
continued south to attend the fire. It 
was found the furnace In the base¬ 
ment of the Bank of Montreal branch 
at Main and Prior Streets had been 
fcmoking. No damage was done.

Charles H. Luke of London 
Times Will Write on Indus¬ 
trial Development of Canada 

Says Britain Is Not Interested 
in Hearing About Granary 
of Empire 

The mania for raising tariffs 
which lias obsessed practically 
every nation of the world and the 
Individualism of the British manu¬ 
facturer which has prevented him 
from taking up the widespread 
sliemcs of propaganda adopted by 
competitive countries, has been 
the greatest stumbling block to 
the “come-back" of British Indus¬ 
try since the world upheaval, said 
Charles H. Luke, executive of The 
London Times trade and engineer¬ 
ing supplement. following his 
arrival in Victoria to-day from 
London. 

Mr. Luke has a special business mis¬ 
sion In Canada In connection with 
inter-Empire trade and has visited all 
tgfc Important cities since he landed 
at Quebec from the liner Empress o£ 
Scotland on May 4.

EARLY CATTLEMAN 
PASSES AWAY HERE 

Josiah Hemens, One of Cari¬ 
boo's Pioneers, Dies: Was 
81 Years of Age 


Josiah llemens, one of the last 
l pioneers of the Cariboo district and 
a resident of Victoria for the last 
sixty-five years, died at ail early- 
hour this morning at his home, 
1013 Esquimau Road, after a short 
Illness. 

He was born in Belleville. Ontario. 
In 1848. his parents being U.E. Loyal¬ 
ists, and came to Cariboo district as a 
lad of nineteen with Harper Brothers. 
He helped to drive the first lot of 
cattle brought Into Canada from Ore¬ 
gon by these cattlemen. He was also 
associated with the late Mr. Graves in 
the cattle business In the Kamloops 
district, and of more recent years with 
Pat Bums. 

For a number of years he was pro¬ 
prietor of a meat shop In New West¬ 
minister as well as one in Nanaimo.

London. June 20—The London 
Dally Mall says It understands that 
Thomas W. Lamont. one of the 
United 6tates delegates to the Parts 
reparations conference, was tho 
purchaser of John Hoppner's 
famous painting. "The Sackvtlle 
Children." which was reported re¬ 
cently as having been sold by the 
present Lord 8ackvllle to a United 
States citizen for a record price. 

Rumor had the price at $400,000. 
which would be nearly five times a* 
much as the price paid for Hopp- 
ner’s portrait of Lady Louisa Man¬ 
ners. now in the Wldener collec¬ 
tion. 

Hoppner was a portraitist of the 
late eighteenth century. 


New York. June 20—From coast to 
coast, virtually the entire United 8t*tea 
to-day continued in the grip at the, 
severest June heat wave In y##j*. 

Jh-khe east disastrous electrical 
storms that caused many deaths 
brought a drop of 20 degress In the 
temperature at some points, but the 
mercury again began & steady climb. 

On tfce Pacific coast from 8an Fran¬ 
cisco south and In the midwest the 
highest temperatures for June*4n years 
were experienced. In New York City, 
brought a drop of 20 degrees in the 
highest in the weather bureau’s record 
for that date. 

The electrical storms were especially 
severe In Pennsylvania, where light¬ 
ning bolts killed four persons, put 
power lines out of commission and 
damaged barns and trees. 

In New Jersey two persons were 
killed by lightning during a storm 
which brought but slight relief dur¬ 
ing a day In which the temperature at 
I Newark rose to 94 degrees.

INVERSHIN WINS 
ASCOT GOLD CUP 


Repeats Success of Last 
Year; Reigh Count Second; 
Palais Royal II. Third 


Ascot. Eng.. June 20.—The famous 
Ascot Gold Cup will remain in Eng¬ 
land for another year despite the at¬ 
tempts of French and United 8tates 
horses to annex the trophy, which is 
the feature attraction of the Ascot 
meet. For the second successive year 
the British coit Invershin. owned by 
Reid Walker, won the historic cup to¬ 
day in a field of thirteen horses, in¬ 
cluding the best French and United 
States colts. 

Invershin finished strong. two 
lengths ahead of Reigh Count, leading 
United States three-year-old of last 
year, and favorite for to-day's race. 
Palais Royal II. a French entry, cap¬ 
tured third place, three lengths be¬ 
hind Reigh Count. 

Reigh Count, owned by Mrs. John D. 
Hertz of Chicago, was the favorite be¬ 
fore the race at 4 to 1. Invershin 
paid 8 to 1. while the odds on the 
French horse to win were 10 to 1. 

The Gold Cup. run over a two-and- 
a-half-mlle course, paid £2.600 (about 
$12,500) to the winner In addition to 
the cup. valued at £600. 

QREAT DRIVE 

For the first mile the thirteen horses 
were well bunched. When the field 
moved Into the final six furlongs there 
was a general closing up. A quarter of 
a mile from home Invershin began hls 
drive to the wire, passing Lawsuit. 
Reigh Count. Palais Royal II and Crlde 
Ouerre to take the lead. Reigh Count 
crept up * second place and made a 
gallant attempt to overhaul the flying 
British colt, but failed, finishing two 
le~ ,ths In the rear.

“Policies or administrative effort 
pursued by the previous Government 
are placed before the public In the 
worst possible light, while Intimation 
is given of remedial measures to follow 
Investigation by the Innumerable com¬ 
missions that are being appointed. 

“These commissions consist of par- 
tlzam. and are costing the people of 
the Province large sums of money. 
They are obviously designed to furnish 
the administration with an excuse for 
further partizanshlp.

June 20.—Renowned 
now for Its beauty and Its size, Mallgne 
Lake, the largest lake In Jasper Na¬ 
tional Park and in the Canadian 
Rockies, will soon have another claim 
to fame. Within a few years it will be 
a fisherman's paradise. The stocking 
of Mallgne Lake with speckled trout 
was a Federal Government experiment 
and a triumph of the ingenuity of 
man. 

Mallgne Is a glacial lake and hereto¬ 
fore had never supported fish In Its 
cold and beautiful depths, but last 
year Govsmment experts brought In 
250,000 trout eggs, and after they had

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A GREAT AND GROWING INDUSTRY 
_ 

M uch already has been said 

and written about the value of the tourist trade 
to Canada; but it has grown to be such an important 
economic factor in our annual revenue that it now 
must be regarded as a great industry. 

Canada’s great natural assets—her picturesque 
scenery, the diversity of lake, forest and river, the 
many large districts still remaining in their natural 
state, the healthful and invigorating climate, the charm 
of the Canadian winter and its distinctive sports, the 
Old World lure of French Canada, attract tourists in 
ever increasing numbers. The presence on our south¬ 
ern border of the United States with its dense popu¬ 
lation possessing in a high degree the leisure and 
‘means to travel, the ease of communication between 
the two countries, the large automobile population, 
the relative cheapness of an automobile holiday in 
Canada for the average American family, and the 
close interlocking of business interes.s between the 
two countries result in a very large travel over the 
border. Canadians, too. are attracted by the larger 
United States cities with their theatres, museums, etc., 
and the more “settled” scenery, while large numbers 
of w^II-to-do Canadians visit United States winter 
playgrounds in the south. „ 

That Canadians realize the economic importance 
of this traffic is evidenced by the large sums spent on 
highway construction and advertising, and by the 
good accommodation provided by hotels, tourist 
homes and camps. In addition to the direct value of 
the expenditure of tourists, there follows the wider 
diffusion of knowledge of Canada’s resources and 
increasing investment in them. 

It is impossible to obtain a direct record of tourist 
expenditures, and even a rough estimate is extremely 
difficult to make, sin^e visitors to Canada are of all 
classes, engaged in different activities or forms of 
recreation, remaining for varying periods with ex¬ 
penditures ranging from very small to very consider¬ 
able amounts. Various methods have been adopted 
by the^Dominion Bureau of Statistics for obtaining 
a general idea of the amount and value of this trade. 
The first estimate was issued in 1926, showing the 
value of the trade from 1920-1926. The survey of 
each succeeding year has introduced improvements in 
detail and reduced possible inaccuracy. 

The expenditure of tourists from other countries 
in Canada in the years 1920 to 1928 v/as approxi¬ 
mately as follows: 

1920 ... 9 83.734,000 

1921 . 86,394.000 

1922 . 91.686.000 

1923 . 130,977.000 

1924 . 158,876,000 

1925 .. 177,882,000 

1926 .. 180.791.000 

1927 . 215.763.000 

1928 . 250.501.000 

It is pointed out by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics—from whose report these figures are taken— 
that statistics prior to 1924 are not exactly compar¬ 
able with later ones. Those for the years 1924- 
1927, hdwever, have been revised on the basis of 
the methods adopted for 1928, and are, therefore, 
comparable. 

FOUR THOUSAND YEARS OF A DREAM 

I F YOU STUDY ANCIENT HISTORY 

you sometimes learn some curious things. Prof. 
James H. Breasted, director of the Oriental Insti¬ 
tute of the University of Chicago, has found that the 
Egyptians of 2000 B.C. had political and social 
problems just like our own. 

In politics, they were using the cry “Turn the 
rascals out” and wondering if it would ever be pos¬ 
sible to set up a government that would be both just 
and efficient. s 

In their social organization they were despairing 
of the future and bewailing the sins of the younger 
generation, the follies of the rich and the general use¬ 
lessness of trying to improve the lot or raise the in¬ 
telligence of the ordinary man. 

Professdr Breasted reveals that the Egyptians of 
4,000 years ago, crying for a governmental house¬ 
cleaning, were completely confident that i. only the 
rascals who sat in high places could be removed, 
everything would be serene, forever after. 

“How little could these earliest social dreamers 
foresee that after 4,000 years their spiritual posterity 
would still be looking fondly for a new age—after 
they had turned the rascals out!’* he remarks 
thoughtfully. 

Probably these ancient Egyptians finally suc¬ 
ceeded in throwing their set of rascals out; and after¬ 
wards, beyond doubt, they were puzzled and disil¬ 
lusioned to observe that things went on much as be¬ 
fore. For one of the hardest things in the world to 
understand is the fact that all human progress is made 
very gradually. It is seldom visible to the naked 
eye. Sometimes, indeed, it looks like the reverse of 
progress. 

But, after ali. we do move forward. We still 
have the same problems that tormented the Egyntians 
4.000 years ago; but we are handling them just a 
bit better. There is a shade more haDpiness in the 
world now than there was then; « trifle less cruelty, 
ignorance and malice. 

These old Egyptians dreamed shining dreams of 
a reign of justice, freedom and peace. They never 
saw their dreams fulfilled ; and we, 4,000 years after 
their time, have not seen them fulfilled either. But 
the important thing is that the dream: have persisted. 
We still have them, and we are still clinging to them. 

Despite all the pessimism that is so popular nowa¬ 
days* we have somehow managed, in these forty cen¬ 
turies, |o edge just a little bit closer to that fulfillment. 
And every man who dreams th$ old d'eam and hopes 
the old hope is, by th^ mere fact of dreaming and 
hoping, making the way a little bit smoother for the 
oext forty centuries. 


ALL ON HIS OWN 


I T IS SMALL WONDER THAT MANY OF 

the newspapers of Canada—even tome of those 
moderately friendly to the Conservative opposition in 
the House of Commons—are beginning to ask how 
it is that only Mr. Bennett has discovered that we 
have come to “a crisis in our economic history.’’ 

It is worth noting in this regard that when the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association held its annual 
convention at Halifax recently the president not only 
did not mention the tariff—which The Ottawa Citi¬ 
zen describes as the achievement of an extraordinary 
feat—but, on the other hand, devoted a considerable 
part of his presidential discourse to the favorable 
trade conditions'which the country is enjoying. Silent 
also on this question of the tariff—save in a very 
general way—was the tariff committee of the asso¬ 
ciation. Time was, of course,^ when these anpual 
gatherings of Canada’s industrial executives Teally 
seemed to enjoy warning the Dominion that it was 
headed for the bow-wows and that nothing hut 
tariffs and still more tariffs would avert the catas¬ 
trophe that was not far ahead. But there is nothing 
of that now. 

As recently as Tuesday, moreover, the retiring 
president of the Canadian Credit Men’s Trust As¬ 
sociation at the organization’s annual convention in 
Regina said that business conditions throughout 
Canada were good, with every indication of continued 
prosperity. Then we have the words of Mr. E. W. 
Beatty, president of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, on the occasion of the opening of the great 
Royal York Hotel at Toronto. He said: 

Ten years alter Government ownership was em¬ 
barked upon in Canada, the revenues of the pri¬ 
vately-owned company (the C.PR.) were the great¬ 
est In its history. Its credit at Its highest, and Its 
securities selling at extremely attractive prices. 

Now, if neither the president of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, the president of the 
Canadian Credit Men’s Trust Association, nor the 
president of the biggest private corporation in Canada 
has any idea how close we are to “a crisis in our 
economic history,’* they all should get into touch 
with Mr. Bennett and brush up on their knowledge 
of something with which they ought to be familiar

Studying Tariff As 
Affecting Canada

Berlin. June 20—Despite emphatic 
declarations of prominent individual 
delegates to the congress of the Inter¬ 
national Women’s Suffrage Alliance ln 
Tavor of protective legislation for 
women ln Industry, the congress Itself 
postponed Its final pronouncement on 
[ the principle of legislative protection 
until 1932. 

The postponement of the question, 
which was raised outside the congress 
by the creation of the new Women’s 
Open Door International, opposed to 
such protection, was made ln a reso¬ 
lution adopted yesterday and calling 
for a special conference on the sub¬ 
ject, to be held simultaneously with 
th-> next International congress of the 
Alliance In 1932. 

The resolution, adopted unani¬ 
mously, proposed that the 1932 con¬ 
ference be arranged by leaders of affl- j 
llated women’s organizations ln vari¬ 
ous nations "\o give an opportunity to 
set forth on a scientific and technical 
basis the economic and political prob¬ 
lems concerning labor legislation ln 
their respective countries.”

To 
dose a child with patent cough 
medicines at this time is a dangerous 
practioe. 

Morse, Wyman and Hill 4n their 
book. “The Infant and Young Child," 
have this to say of whooping cough: 
"It la a general principle ih medicine 
that, when a great many different 
drugs are recommended and used In 
the treatment of a disease, there la not 
one of them which Is particularly 
efficient. It can be said, however, 
that, in most cases of whooping cough 
Is somewhat benefited by drug treat¬ 
ment and the spasms made less severe. 
There is, however, no drug that will 
cure whooping cough. Once developed. 
It must take its course, and all that 
can be done is to treat the child 
symptomatically, and. If possible, to 
diminish the number and severity of 
the paroxysms. All children with 
whooping cough should be kept out 
of doors as much as possible, as chil¬ 
dren who are out of floors oil day 
undoubtedly do much better with 
whooping cough than those who are 
not. The parents of children with 
whooping cough must be very careful 
to remember the rights of others, and 
should keep their children away from 
other children. They should not take 
them In public conveyances or public 
places. Children with whooping cough 
should wear a consplclous arm band or 
some other designation, so that other 
mothers can kesp their children 
away.” 


Whooping cough Is a miserable ail¬ 
ment for any child to suffer and a' 
dangerous one for the small baby. 
When it breaks out lu any neighbor¬ 
hood. It runs riot because mothers are 
all too often careless about keeping 
their children separated from other 
children during the first week or so 
of a cold. At this early period the 
whoop isn't present, though the child 
may cough some, and it Is at this

Happy Inhabitants Work and 
Are Paid; Retain Their Self

It happened that they belonged to 
the Moose. Fifteen years ago not one 
of the aged men and women at Moose- 
haven, Florida, the home for aged 
and Infirm members of the Loyal 
Order of Moose, thought he or she 
would ever need help from others in 
their later years. 

But life frowned upon them. Their 
ship never came In and the rainbow, 
under whose end they always expected 
to find the pot of gold, faded In the 
shadows. Buffeted by life, they might 
have been obliged to accept the so- 
| called charity of almhouses. where 
husband and wife would be separated 
after long years together. 

But the man was a Moose. And the 
Moose have established Moosehaven. 
on the banks of the broad and placid 
8t. John's River In Florida. There 
this great international fraternity, 
numbering more than 700.000 mem¬ 
bers. procured a site In Orange Park, 
about fourteen miles from Jackson¬ 
ville. and founded Moosehaven, the 
"City of Opportunity."

There are nearly twenty buildings 
at Moosehaven—and more are being 
erected constantly. There are halls, 
dormitories, and bungalow cottages 
They front on graceful boulevards 
under the great live oak.% festooned 
with picturesque Spanish moss. 

Approximately 200 elderly men and 
women from all over the United 8tates 
have been gathered here In a balmy 
climate to spend their last days. In 
this home men and women who set 
out to meet life hand in hand are not 
torn apart as they would be In a pub¬ 
lic al mho use. Nor do they have the 
stigma of an almhouse attached to 
them. They not only have comfor¬ 
table homes together but do work an<* 
are paid for It. The Inhabitants of 
this city have become once more suf¬ 
ficient unto themselves. 

With the opportunity to earn their 
livelihood, these elderly folk retain 
their self-respect. The home halls, 
the garden, the chicken farm, the 
bamboo grove from whose wood nov¬ 
elties are made, all are operated by 
the elderly people. One man repairs 
the shoes, another has charge of the 
poultry, the women mend the cloth¬ 
ing and do the housework, and so on. 
Food Is prepared by three of the mem¬ 
bers in the model sanitary kitchen. 

AI WAVS BUSY 

There Is much activity at Moose¬ 
haven. The men and women always 
are busy and are proud to keep so ! 
A recent purchase by the Board of J 
Regents was a small near-by farm | 
on which vegetables for the kitchen j 
can be raised. 

There Is a resident physician at, 
Moosehaven and Dr. J. N. Fogarty, 
head of the famed East Coast hospl-1 
tal at 8t. Augustine, himself a Moose. 1 
has arranged to admit Moosehaven 
patients* to that hospital. 

While many of the affairs of Moose¬ 
haven are decided bv the inhabitants 
themselves. Its administration Is 
vested In a Board of Regents. Moose¬ 
haven Is the particular enterprise of 
the Mooseheart Legion of the World 
—members of the second degree In 
Moosedom. More than 150.000 Legion- j 
sires have pledged themselves to see 
that their elderly brothers and sisters ; 
never will come to want.

CANADA FOLLOWS OWN COURSE 
Mr. Lapointe, speaking of the policies 
advocated by Hon. R. B. Bennett. Con¬ 
servative leader, during his present tour 
of southern Ontario, said: 

"The remedy he suggests is that we 
should adopt United States methods 
in our fiscal policy. But our Ideas and 
Ideals arc Canadian and British and 
we won't follow American methods. 
We will shape our policies, fiscal and 
otherwise, at . Ottawa. We won t take 
them from Washington. 

"We are satisfied with Canadian 
methods and British doctrines and If 
necessary we will find other outlets 
for our trade. We always have In mind 
Canadian Interests. Since 1921 have 
pot the Canadian people been satis¬ 
fied with the way our financial poll- 
piui have been shaped under Mr. Robb, 
whose budgets we were proud to men¬ 
tion during the last election? We have 
not been dictated to by United States 
theories. We have tried to meet th* j 
Problems of Canada as conditions were 
at the time. British preferential trade I 
treaties have been part of our policy. 

"The Opposition lately has been com¬ 
ing to adopt that policy, but the Brit¬ 
ish preference has as Its fathers the 
fate Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Rt. Hon.| 
W. S Fielding.” said Mr. Lapointe. | 
"From the start It was successful and 
our exports to Great Britain Increased 
$75.000.00q the first year. * Last year 
they reached $446,000,000 and wc 
bought only $193,000,000 of British 
goods. But If you expect the nations 
of Europe to give you trade, you must 
buy from them. Trade, after all. 16 
exchange. In view of the figures I 
have Just quoted I can understand the j 
complaint from some quarters about j 
British goods coming here which they I 
have had to sell us. 

"We have forty-three trade treaties' 
with other nations and our exports as 
a result were $220,000,000 lu 1920." 

Mr. Lapointe remarked that the 
United States would still require Can¬ 
adian products, "tariff or no tariff." 
HARMING CANADA 
Mr. Laoolnte expressed regret that,! 
some political leaders saw fit to sug-| 
gest In public addresses and otherwise 
that Canada was dot prospering. The 
figures told the true story. Such! 
speeches fcould only damage the coun¬ 
try. 

“We will continue to shape our j 
financial policies on a national | 
basis In the Interest of nil sections 
1 nr Canada." Mr. l^polnte con- 
! tinned. “We legislate not for one 
' class, but for all classes and groups 
of the Canadian people. 

"A country which Is as large as 

r urope can not hope to live to Itself. 

or to erect barriers against the rest 
of the world. 

"The future Is w'ittvus. Let us not 
look at the past for reasons of doubt 
and desoalr. but to the future for rea-j 
sons of hope and belief. God and i 
nature are with us and nobody Is able 
to fight for long against Ood and 
nature. Our guarantee of success Is 
within ourselves. We continue to im¬ 
prove our methods of production and 
you may be sure our prosperity will 
continue." 

TRADE EXPANSION - 

Hon. W. D. Euler also spoke of Can¬ 
ada's growing trade, citing many coun¬ 
tries which were apparently anxious to 
f.eal with Canada, and declaring this 
country should stimulate further com¬ 
merce with those countries which were 
seeking It. 

Expressing disappointment at the 
utterances of Hon. R. B. Bennett during 
his present tour of southern Ontario.

Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, for twenty-1 
three years America’s most publicized 
example of maternal loyalty and de¬ 
votion. died at her home In Pittsburg 
last week. She was eighty-seven. She 
had been bedridden since she broke 
her hip In a fall four years ago: and 
a' few days ago she was stricken with 
pneumonia. 

Harry K Thaw, the son to whose 
Interests she had devoted her great 
wealth and boundless energy since the 
night he killed Stanford White In New 
York, was at her bedside when she 
died. 

Also there was his sister, the Coun- 
tesa Margaret Carnegie de Perigny. who, 
had made a hurried trip from her home 
in Paris. Another son and daughter, 
survive. Joseph Copley Thaw and Mrs. 
G. G. Whitney of Boston, former Coun¬ 
tess of Yarmouth. 

Although Mrs. Thaw Inherited a 
very large estate from her husband. 
William Thaw, who died In 1889. her 
vast gifts to philanthropic causes and 
the Immense sums she has spent in 
the fight for the freedom of her son 
have reduced her wealth so that the 
estate probably will not amount to 
more than $3,500,000. 

The "brain storm" which swept over 
Harry Thaw on the night of June 26. 
1906. and led him to shoot White in 
jealousy over his young wife. Evelyn 
Nesblt Thaw, changed his mother's 
whole life. 

Mary Copley was born at Appleby 
Manor, near Kittanning. Pa.. June 14. 
1842. daughter of Joslah Copley, a pio- 
peer editor of Western Pennsylvania 
In her enthusiasm for the Union cause 
for which four of her brothers were 
| fighting, during the Civil War she auc¬ 
tioned off her most prized possession, 
a diamond ring, for the benefit of the 
Army Sanitary Commission. It was 
purchased by William Thaw, a rising 
young financier who later was to be- 
corrfe a high official of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad and vice-president of 
the Red Star and American Steamship 
Lines. Thus she met him and married 
him. 

Mr. Thaw died In 1889. leaving a 
wealthy family of high position, with 
a castle-llke home on Beechwood 
Boulevard.
